~ Dead. 


Colonial ‘Secretary 
In Cabinet 


; London, Feb. 5. ° 

Lord Lloyd, Secretary for Colonics 
and Leader of the House of Lords, 
died peacefully in his sleep -about 
midnight Inst night after a short ill- 
ness; He was G1 years of age. 

Until comparatively recently Lord 

!Lioyd was one of the stormy petrels 

[of modern politics. A man of great 

‘ ability when he espoused a cause he 
stood by it to'the end no matter what 
criticism was levelled at him, 

George Ambrose Lioyd was ao 
member of the famous family of 
bankers. Botn in’ 1879 he was 
educated at Eton and Cambridge and 
rowed In the Cambridge elght. After 
leaving the university he travelled 
extensively in Asin Minor, Morocco, 
Egypt, India, Tibet and Burma, 


acquiring p- knowledge of ‘Arable and |" 


-other— Oriental—lnngunges.—In—1905 
he was appointed honorary attache at 
Constantinople and two years later 
was sent to inquire into the prospects 
of British trade in Turkey, Mesopo- 
tamla and the Persian Gulf. - 
From 1910 to 1918 he was Unionist 
member for West Staffs. During the 
war he served os-an intelligence 
officer in Egypt, Galllpolf, Mcsopo- 
tamla and the Hedjaz, carrying out 
his duties in constant danger of: his 
life. He played a large part in 
securing Arab co-operation in the 
Eastern’ campaigns and his services 
were rewarded with the DS.O, and 
In.1918 Lloyd was knighted and 
mnave povernor. of Bombay where his 
resolute rule kept the peace duri 
a diMfcult time. e ne 
In May Just year he joined the 
Government. as Colontal. Sccretary 


and showed every sign of being a]: 


progressive statesmanlike Minister. 
He worked quietly and unassumingly 
but very hard, devoting his best 
energics to developing and streng- 
thening the Colonjal Empire. Never 
did he spare himself ond this was 
probably the reason for his death, 

. His Under Secretary was a Labour 
man but they worked fn the closest 
harmony. 

Although Lord: Lloyd was looked 
upon.as the Gichard of dichards, it 
was left to him to bring Improve- 
ments In Lubour conditions in the 
Colonics which would have caused 
much controversy in pre-war ‘days, 

‘During the recess he was appoiyted 
lender of the House‘of Lords but 
owing to iliness he was unable to 
speak In that capacity, To the end he 
Was a good hard fighter who won the 
respect of his. opponents, Irrespec- 
tive of party. He.was doling ¢ great’ 
work in the Colonial OMce when hia 
carcer was brought to an untimely

METAL TO 
- GLASS 


Welding metal to . gloss, a 
process which for years has been 
.the dream of scientists all over 
the world, has at Jast been per- 
fected—by a British firm. 

“The soldering of metal to. 
glass,” said an official of the firm 
at St Helens, Lancashire, “has 
been the dream of glass techno- 
logists for years. 

“By combining the use of specially 
toughened glass and ahkuminium, and 
having avercome the technical dim- 
cullles of spraying, the process is now 
a practical one, 

“It has already been used for mak- 
ing eleetrie heaters by spraying 
aluminium in the form ‘of. wire in a 
zig-zag pattern onto the specially 
heated glass, These ‘ylnss-heaters’ 
have been tested over a Jong perlod 


‘and have emerged: satisfactorily. 


“The process is ulso being used for 
soldering metal dises or bolts on to 
lass.” .
